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1. The Chinese Communists have been speeding up their training of Air 

Force combat personnel. In October the Changchun Air Force Branch 
School selected 65 physically fit trainees to proceed to Chiamussu 
and receive accelerated training. At the same time the Chiamussu 
Air Force selected 1,000 trainees in various Air Force schools for 
accelerated work. The latter have been split into four groups and 
assigned to the schools at Chiamussu, Harbin, Kukden, and Changchun. 
Soviet instructors at these schools are teaching the trainee^ 2 

combat tactics and the techninue of flying MIC!-l5 and DPF-10 jets. 

The special training group stationed at Changchun has more than 220 
trainees who commenced their training 1 Kovember and complete it in 
six months. 

2. In October the Air Force Command in Peiping made several top personnel 
readjustments.
